attempted to rob Roy Tish, of 
Findlay, O., who was employed 
as a filling station attendant in 
Fostoria, O., last Thursday night. 
The attendant was suspicious 
and opened fire, shooting one of 
the men, whose name is Brown. 
The other, Lawrence Dull, age 
25 fired at the filling station 
attendant, and killed him. Dull 
picked up his wounded compan- 
ion and loaded him in the ma- 
chine and escaped. 


The dead man was found to 


have been shot with a 32-20 bul- 
let. The car in which they were 
escaping was abandoned at Tif- 
fin O and it was discovered to 
have been stolen at Ann Arbor, 
Mich. At Tiffin, the robbers stole 
another car and went to San- 
dusky O., where the wounded 
man was in such pain and agony 
that Dull enlisted the services of 
a physician.

While the officers were ques- 


tioning them, Dull stated that he 
had left the lights burning on 
his car, and on this pretext left 
the room, and made his escape. 
His wounded companion, who 
had been shot through the sto- 
mach, was in such a serious con- 
dition, that he was removed to a 
Sandusky hospital, and admitted 
the filling station robbery and 
told them the name of his com- 
panion was Lawrence Dull, alias 
Harold Miller, alias Harold Yer- 
man and several other fictitious 
names. 
The wounded man, who may 


not recover, stated that Dull had 
a sweetheart in Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and he gave them her 
name and address. It was be- 
lieved that the bandit would go 
to her. Fostoria officers went to 
Ann Arbor and quetsioned the 
girl. It was stated that she had 
her clothing packed and also 
clothing belonging to Dull,--and 
was preparing to come to Rush- 
ville, where she stated she was 
to meet him Sunday.

Addressing a convention the other day, Col- 


onel Ayres recalled many of the war and busi- 
ness leaders with whom he is acquainted, and 
declared that not one of them is the fire-eater 
that is usually pictured. Instead, his experience 
has proved, the men who accomplish the most 
are of the quiet, unassuming type who use their 
brains more than their voices. 


There are no dashing leaders in comnterce 


or in war, he said. It is the unassuming person 
—perhaps just a little bit bashful, butneverlhe- 
less thinking all the while — who does the most 
to whip the enemy in war and the business' com- 
petitor in .peace. 


Thus, it seems that the moral of1'all this is: 


Never mistake noise for ability; real ability 
needs no theatrics to advertise it because the 
best advertisement a man can have is the ability 
to get results.
